The fire, as of 1520 hours, was approximately 1.5 acres in size and was burning in an empty,
arassy field. The outage associated with the tripped fuses interrupted the service of 735 customers. The responding troubleman stated that there was no property damage or injuries associated with the ignition. The troubleman inspected the line and did not observe any vegetation or animals or birds that may have contacted the circuit and
tripped the fuses. The troubleman stated that there was no indication that the ignition was attributable to PG&E assets and the suppressing agencies also did not believe the ignition originated from PG&E assets and the fuses may have tripped due to smoke or heat from the fire. the ignition. The troubleman observed a slight breeze in the location of the fire but did not indicate that the winds were excessive in nature. The Livermore-Pleasanton FD and Cal Fire were on scene suppressing the ignition. The troubleman stated that he left a note for the repair crew to retain the tripped fuses for further evaluation. FAS Order Closure Timing: The ignition event in Index #367 below occurred on 4/2/2021 but the FAS order was not closed until last night. This caused a 12 calendar day delay in identification.

Missing Pictures: Troublemen have the ability to attach pictures to a completed FAS order but this is a voluntary process and we only receive photos about a third of the time.
